THE IIfJ)UNS AND THEIR 
■ LANDS. 

In conaidering the question of the 
trausfcr of tbo public lands to the 
Dominion, wo have doait only with the 
railway lands. Wo now direct the 
attention of the government to the 
following translation of a letter written 
by the Indian chief "William. We arc 
assured by thoso who ought to know 
that the Indians of the vast northern 
distriets of tiio mainland aro in a sad 
condition. Himdreda of their horses 
perished in the snow last winter and 
the discontent that has been apparent 
for a long time is assuming a more 
serious aspect. There is no timo to be 
lost. The Indian land question must 
bo settled at once, or the government 
must prepare to keep the peace by 
maintaining a standing array in that 
vast district north of Clinton. An 
Indian war forced on those unfortunate 
people by want would bo truly dis- 
graceful to the government, All the 
world would cry shame 1 if her Majesty's 
army were compelled to e.tterminato 
her Majesty's starving Indian sulijncts. 
Every sensible man must acknowledge 
thot their demand is moderate and 
j. ' They are willing to work and to 
live 'uy industry as tillers of tlie soil. 
Remembering the isolated position of 
the fuw setilera scattered over the vast 
district and surrounded by countless 
tribes of savage warriors who aro in- 
oflensivc and law-abiding, we cannot 
help saying that these sons of the 
forest liave proved tlipniselvcs to bo 
good ncigtiliors and well worthy of 
that justice which has been so long 
delayed. The delay is disgraceful, and 
may prove to be a fatal mistake. The 
coat of war with the Indians in this 
Province would bo enormous. As chief 
William says truly, "the white man 
has taken tho salmon and the land; ho 
has frightened the deer and the In- 
dians have — nothing I" , Tho Dominion 
government understand clearly how 
necessary it is to put an end to this 
atato of affairs by an im mediate settle- 
ment of the Indian land question. 
And the local government when 
they delegated to the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of the Mainland 
tho duty of keeping the peace bound 
themselves by a pledge indirectly civcn 
that they would uso the little influence 
they possess in favor of the Indian. The 
winter in the district north of Clinton 
was a terrible one for these poor people 
and it is surely the duty of the gov- 
ernment to como to the rescue and 
aid them by donations of (lour or such 
otherproduceas may bo most convenient 
in the districts whore thoy suffered 
most. White men "say the Indians 
have no gratitude." Well, if tho state- 
ments of tho Indian chiefs be true (we 
have good authority for .saying that 
thoy are (he honest truth) we cannot 
see why the Indian should be gi-ateful 
to the white man. Every man of feel- 
ing must acknowledge that the want 
of gratitude is no e.Kcusc for the gross 
injustice perpetrated by thoso who risk 
the lives of our people by their puerile 
fiddling with the land question. In 
place of throwing obstacles in the path 
of tho duly accredited agent of the 
Dominion the local government ought 
to be glad to be relieved of responsi- 
bility in this matter. 

Editor Colo.nlst. — I am an Indian 
chief and a Chri-stian. "Do unto others 
as you wish others should do unto you" 
is Christian doctrine. Is tho white 
man a Christian 1 This is a part of 
his creed — "take all you want if it be- 
longs to an Indian." Ho has taken all 
our land and all the salmon and we 
have — nothing. IIo believes an In- 
dian has a right to live if he can on no- 
thing at all. The King of England, 
who came here a long timo ago" and 
said "all this land is mine," had a tough 
conscience. He gave all the land to 
the Hudson Bay Co. and they were 
good friends to the Indians. They gave 
us guns, powder, tobacco and many 
other thnigs. We gave them furs. 
They did not frighten the deer; they 
did uoi take the laud, they were Chris- 
tians. A good white man told me the 
Queen took the land from tliein and 
gave it to Parliament. I asked hiui 
who is Parliument ? and ho said "the 
white men elect sorao of themselves to 
bit la a liig lioiise at Ottawa and they 
are called "the rarliauient." And then 
1 Miiu, may the Lord have niercy on 
: •• Indian. 

Lord DUFFERIN was a great thief. 
He came from Ottawa to Winnipeg in 
Sejitember ls77, a .tl made a great 
spet'ch there to the wliito men. H-) 
reminded them of the miseries tliat 
might coiue on tlic Indians. He sa.id 
"unless great care is taken we shall 
.find as we move westward that the exi- 
gences of civilization may clash injur- 
iously with the jn-ejudicea and tradi- 
tional habits of our Indian fellow sub- 
jects. Against this contingency it will 
be our most urgent and imperative 
duty to take timely precaution, by en- 
abling tho red men, not by any undue 
pressure or hasty, ill-considorod inter- 
ferences, but by precept, example 
and suasion, by gift of cattle 
and other encourngeincnts, to e.v 
chango tho precarious life of a hunter 
for that of a pastoral, and eventually 
that of an agricultural people." Lord 
Ddffebik was a Christian. But sure 
he mi,?ht as well talk to the winds as 
to the white men. The Black Robes 
tell us ti;at wo aro the Queen's chil- 
dren; that she is good and groat and 
that she will say to the parliament, you 
must give land to my Indians. They 
say to us, "bo patient, you will get 
land when the sdow goes away. You 
will,' sure." The Indians are now re- 
duced to this condition — tiiicy hust 
ROB OR STARVK. Which wiU they dol 
I need not answer. An Indian is a 
man; and he has eyes. If you stab him 
he will bleed; if you poison him he will 



die. If you wrong him shall ho not 
seek revenge 1 If an Indian wrongs a 
white man what is his humility? Re- 
venge. If want compels us to execute 
the villainy they., teach they- onay dis- 
cover when it is too late thai an In- 
dian can imitate the lightning and 
strike in a thousand places at the same 
time. We are not beggars. In the 
middle of tlie magnificent country that 
was once our own wo only ask for land 
enough to enable us to live like white 
men by working in tho fields. If the 
Indians get no land this spring you 
.MAY BE SLiiK tho white man will have 
a very bad harvest this year, and the 
Indians will eat beef next winter. 
Fine talk won't feed an Indian. "Her 
j\Iajesty'a Indian subjects," whose 
rights are limited to living on nothing 
at all if they can, are prc[)arcd to face 
the worst — anything but death by 
starvation. In a court of justice wo 
could prove that we are the only per- 
sons who have any riqht or title to this 
land. If the Queen has no power to 
aid us; if all the power belongs to the 
parliament, then I say again may the 
Lord have niercy on tho Indians — and

certificate, and also tho lists of ques- 
tions which have been used (as publish- 
ed in tho annual reports) he will find 
that a greater extent of mathainatical 
knowledge is required than for an or- 
dinary degree at any of the British 
Universities 1 The classics ai-e ropro- 
scnted by a small portion of "Ctesar'' 
and some "Horace," like Falstafi"s 
"pennyworth of bread to so much 
sack ; but this great preponderance of 
mathematics is a well-known charac- 
teristic of C'ainbrlJgp. I would, there- 
fore, respectfully suggest, that if a 
university degree rmmt be admitted as 
a sufllcient guarantee of capability ns 
a teacher, it shall be necessary for the 
holder to establish his status on tho 
class-list of his year, and also that he 
has been engaged as a successful, jirac- 
tical teacher ; for the science of [loda- 
gagics cannot be acquired intuitively 
even by a ''B. A." "Cantab," "O.xon. "

He used a penknife 
to open it and immediately when he 
took the cover ofi" the box there was a 
loud exjilosion and some balls of fire 
shot out of the box burning tho carpet 
and the consul's coat, scorching Ids 
hands, but doing no further damage. 
An examination of tho box .showed 
that its purpose was to kill the person 
who opened il.

Johnson vs. Meyerau, ct This case, 
which was an action of trespass, was 
argued before tho full court.

Tlie defendants obtained a judg- 
ment in tho County Court at Victoria uu 
the 12th ]\ray, 1878, for .^227 and costs. 
A warrant was placed in tlio shcrifTs 
hands on the same day and a seizure of 
th i plaintifrs property made. Tho plain- 
tiff served a notice on cho sheriff on tho 
18th INIarch, claiming an exemption of the 
goods seized under tho humestcad Act, 
1873. On the 2r)tli March plaintifl" served 
a further notice on the sheriff claiming 
tho exemption and specifying the goods 
he desired to bo oxetnptod. Tho defen- 
dants were apprised by tho sheriff of the 
notice having boon given, and directed 
Iiim to proceed with thosalo. The sheriff 
sold on, tho 25th IMarcli, having taken a 
bond of indcmnit}' from tho dofo'.ulants. 
The present action was brought to recover 
damages from tlie defendant.s (the execu- 
tion creditors) the plaintiff contending 
that under tho Homestead Act, 1870, the 
sherifl" should not have sold the goods 
after ho had given notice of tho osemp- 
tion claim and that the defendants wore 
liable for lii.i act under tho circumstances. 
Tlie court unanimously held tliat the right 
of a judgment debtor to an exemptiun of 
a portion of his personal property from 
sale under execution must be as.serted and 
enforced by an application to tho court to 
order the shcrifT to withdraw, otherwise 
tho sheriff may soil. The plaintiff in tho 
present action having done nothing be- 
yond giving notice to the sberiiY tlie slierifl' 
was justified in selling and defendants 
not lialile for Iiaving directed liiin to do 
so.

Further details concerning the explo- 
sion of a shell at Nanaimo on Tliursday 
last, by which Mr. J. Korter, a barber, 
sustained dreadful injuries, were received 
hero by tho mail boat last evening. It 
would seem that Korter was examining 
tho shell in his shop and had a curiosity 
to ascertain its contents. In order to do 
so ho constructed a key out of two nails 
and a piece of wood and then atteniptod 
to remove the plug of tho shell. A cus- 
tomer who happened to drop into tho 
shop for a shavo asked Korter what ho 
was about, and on being informed request- 
ed him to suspend operations until ho 
could got clear of the premises. Korter 
replied that no danger need bo oppro- 
hondod as tho shell onlj' contained water 
and could not possibly explode. Tho cus- 
tomer deenung discretion tho bettor part 
of valor loft hastily and shortly afterwards 
was informed that an explosion had tnkou 
place up town. Ho ai once asked where, 
and on being told that it was at tho bar • 
bois's shop laconically replied that that 
was just what ho expected. It ap- 
pears that Korter finding his i;)ij>roi)i^)/u 
key was not a successful instrument with- 
out the application of coal oil saturated 
the shell with that liquid and thus ro- 
movod the plug. Pai tides of powdor ac- 
cidentally dropped from tho shell and 
witii an almost insano inquisitiveness the 
barlDcr applied a match to tho grains to 
ascertain whether thej' had lost their ex- 
plosive qualities. In loss than a second 
he was ftdly convinced that they had not, 
for the powder at once ignited and, as- 
sisted by the burning of tho coal oil, re- 
sulted in tlie explosion of tho shell. Tho 
coiisoquoncos of tho accident havo already 
boon doaoribod, but it is next to a miracle 
that many lives were not lost. 

Ths Stamp Act.

The Duininioii Stamp Act will shortly 
eonio ill force in this province. Last full 
tho judges of tho Supremo Court, heard a 
test case, initiated by tho Victoria Board 
of Trade, and decided that tho Dominion 
Act had not been extended to this prov- 
ince and thsit, consequently, tho imposi- 
tion of the stamp duty was illegal. This 
decision was sneered at in a certain local 
qiuirter by would-bo critics ; but we ob- 
serve, by an act just passed by tho Do- 
minion Parliament, and wliich extends 
the stamp duty to the provinces of Mani 
tobn, British Columbia and Prince Edward 
Island, the Northwest Territories and 
tho district of Keev. atin, that tho decision 
of tho Pji'itisli Coll. labia judges has been 
accepted at Ottawa as sound law. Tho 
new Act says: 

For the avoidance of all doubt as to tho 
application of the Act hereinafter men- 
tioned in and to certain provinces of 
Canada: Her iilajesty, by and with tho 
advice and consent of tho Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows:

Dear Sir, — I received your's of Febru- 
ary 4th last night. Having an opportu- 
nity to send this to the ' wagon road to- 
morrow by a private party, lam thus able 
to reply much sooner than by regular 
mail. 

I was absent ton daj's in October last, 
as you mention. I engaged the services 
of a man having experience in school 
teaching, who conducted the schools in 
my absence. This arrangement was satis- 
factory to tho trustees whom I saw, and 
to all the parents who I mot, otherwise 
I should not have gone, or, if intent on 
going, should have sent in my resignation 
previously. 
I havo pursued tho same course previous- 
ly, though not frequently, both in this 
Province and in Ontario, and was not 
aware that it was unconstutional. I also 
wius not aware that such an occurrence 
should bo reijorted to you, else I should 
havo done so. 

Inclosed you will find the reports re- 
quirod. I havo no doubt you will find 
tho information tho same as that con- 
tained in tho ones in your possession. I 
can conceive of no other mistake than the 
misplacement of dates and the not re- 
porting myself absent while the schools 
wore in operation. 1 havo not had an op- 
portunity to examine thoso sent to tho 
trustees to see if tho same inaccuracy oc- 
curs, but will do so as soon as possible. 

You havo sent me no forms for January.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
jiiid Council of tho Corporation of tlio 

City of Viotoriaa.s follows; — 

i. Section ono of tho B3'law oiititlod 
" Tho Wharves l?e,t;ulation Bylaw, 1874," 
is heroliy ameiiiled by striking out tho 
words, "and gang-planks," in tlio said 
section, and iiisoriing in lieu thereof tho 
following words, "lifo-liiius, ladders, rail- 
ings and other appliances for saving life."

A BYLAW 

For the Bettor Obsorvanoe of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows;— 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbatli day for the sale of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 
svarehouso or other place of business. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for tlio sale of litjuor by retail be- 
tween the hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'tlock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between tJio hours of 10 o'clock 
iu tho forenoon and five o'clock in tho 
afternoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for tho 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in anj' 
hotel or grocery between tho hours of ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and five o'clock 
on the afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not be lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

0. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
80i\ to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on tlie Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor loss 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with the cost.s of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a siunmary manner 
before tho Police Magistrate of the City 
of A''ictoria or any Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
tho City of Victoria, .■iiid may bo levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and 
chatties of the oirundor, and in default of 
payment of such penult}- and co.sts, then 
by imprisonment of such ofTendor for any 
terra not exceeding ono calendar month 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as the Sabbath 
Opservancc Bylaw, 1880.
